the  promotion  of  celebrations  of  all  patriotic  anniversaries. 

Sec.  2.  To  carry  out  the  injunction  of  Washington  in  his 
farewell  address  to  the  American  people,  "to  promote,  as  an 
object  of  primary  importance,  institutions  for  the  general  dif- 
fusion of  knowledge."  thus  developing  an  enlightened  public 
opinion,  and  affording  to  young  and  old  such  advantages  as 
shall  develop  in  them  the  largest  capacity  for  performing  the 
duties  of  American  citizens. 

Sec.  3.  To  cherish,  maintain,  and  extend  the  institutions  of 
American  freedom,  to  foster  true  patriotism  and  love  of  coun- 
try, and  to  aid  in  securing  for  mankind  all  the  blessings  of 
liberty.

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ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Chapter  shall  he  a  Regent, 
First  Vice  Regent,  Second  Vice  Regent,  Secretary  Treasurer,  Res- 
ist; ar  and  Historian. 

Sec.  2.  All  officers  shall  he  elected  to  serve  two  years.  The 
Regent,  Second  Vice  Regent,  Secretary  and  Registrar  shall  he 
elected  on  the  even  years  and  the  First  Vice  Regent,  Treasurer 
and  Historian  on   the  o  Id  "years  of  the  calendar.

Every 
applicant  for  membership  must  be  proposed  by  one  member  and 
endorsed  by  two  others,  all  of  whom  must  be  members  of  at  least 
two  years'  standing.

Extract  from  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  The  National 
Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American   Revolution: 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Initiation.   Oris  ami  Li.mui.i ties. 

Section   1.     The  initiation   fee  of  each  member  shall  be  one 
dollar. 

Section  2.     The  annual  dues  shall  be  two  dollars,  payable  in 
advance  on  or  before  tin-  22nd  of  March  in  each  ycvr. 

Section  li.     The  whole  amount  of  the  annual  dues  of  a   Mem- 
ber at.  Large,  two  dollars,  shall   be   paid   to  the  National   Society. 
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One-half  of  the  annual  dues  of  a  Chapter  member,  one  dollar, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  National  Society,  and  the  other  half  shall  be 
retained  by  the  Chapter  to  which  the  member  belongs.  The  local 
Chapters  may,  by  By-Laws,  make  provision  for  the  collection  of 
additional  duos  for  their  own  use. 

Suction  4.  Fifty  dollars  paid  at  one  time  shall  constitute  a 
Life  Membership  fee  and  exempt  the  member  from  further  dues. 
The  entire  amount  paid  by  a  Member  at  Large,  fifty  dollars,  shall 
be  sent  to  the  National  Society;  but  in  the  case  of  a  Chapter 
member,  one-half  of  this  amount,  twenty-five  dollars,  shall  be  sent 
to  the  National  Society,  and  the  other  half,  twenty-five  dollars, 
retained  by   the  Chapter  to  which   the  member  belongs. 

Section  5.  A  member  whose  dues  have  not  been  received  in 
the  office  of  the  Treasurer-General  on  or  before  March  1st  of  any 
year,  shall  not  be  counted  in  the  membership  of  any  Chapter 
sent  to  the  Treasurer-General. 

Section  f>.  A  member  who  shall  remain  in  arrears  for  dues 
for  four  months  alter  notice  of  her  indebtedness  has  been  sent 
her  shall  be  drooped  from  the  rolls  by  The  Board  of  Management; 
but  no  one  shall  be  dropped  until  after  three  notices  of  arrears 
shall  have  been  given  her,  with  an  interval  of  one  month  between 
su/'h  notices.  Members  at  Large  of  the  National  Society  dropped 
for  nonpayment  of  dues  may  be  reinstated  by  tbe  National  Board

SOCIAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  Social  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  members.  It 
shall  have  charge  of  social  meetings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  welcome  and  introduce  guests  and  new  members. 

YEAR  HOOK  COMMITTEE. 

The  Year-Book  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members; 
one  new  member  to  be  appointed  annually  for  a  three;  year  term. 
The  duty  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  publish,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable after  the  close  of  the  club  year,  a  year-book  or  supplement. 
The  chairman  of  this  committee  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Program  committee. 

PRESS  COMMITTEE. 

The  Press  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  This 
committee  may  make  official  reports  for  publication  of  matters 
of  general  interest.  No  report  of  any  club  matter  shall  be  made 
except  through  the  Press  Committee. 

PROGRAM  COMMITTEE. 

The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  prepare  the  programs  for 
the  various  meetings,  and  to  extend  such  courtesies  as  seem  ad- 
visable to  guests  rendering  services.  The  Hoard  shall  make 
yearly  appropriation   to   this  committee  at   beginning  of  year. 

CHAPTER    WORK  COMMITTEE. 

The  Chapter  Work  Committee  shall  consist  of  at  least  four 
members,  who  shall  undertake  some  work  of  a  patriotic  ami 
philanthropic  character  that,  may    be  of  a  constructive   nature. 

M  AG  A% I N 10  COM M  I TTE E. 

The  Magazine  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  II 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  obtain  subscriptions  and  to 
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bring  a  short  report  of  contents  of  the  magazines  to  each  chapter 
meeting. 

MEMORIAL    DAY   COMMITTEE. 

The  Memorial  Day  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  take  charge  of  and 
become  responsible  for  the  properties  belonging  to  this  committee, 
and  to  place  markers  on  graves  (having  first  obtained  consent 
of  the  family),  and  place  pennants  each  Memorial  Day. 

BIRTHDAY    COMMITTEE. 

The  Birthday  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  write  letters  of  greeting 
to  each  Daughter  upon  her  respective  birthday.  Any  contribu- 
tions received  to  be  used  to  defray  expenses  of  the  Courtesy 
Committee. 

CUSTODIAN. 

There  shall  be  two  members  of  this  committee.  They  shall 
be  required,  at  the  time  of  entering  office,  to  inspect  trunk  and 
properties  belonging  to  the  chapter  and  give  notice  in  writing 
of  contents  of  the  same  to  the  Secretary,  for  reference  and  to  be 
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on  record.  The  care  of  the  hag  and  dishes  shall  be  theirs.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  see  that  the  flag  is  in 
place  at  each  meeting. 

AUDITORS. 

There  shall  be  two  auditors.  It.  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  aud- 
itors  to   audit   the   books   of   the   chapter    treasurer. 

DUTIES   OF  OEFICERS. 

The  Regent  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  chapter  and 
board  meetings.  She  shall  approve  all  bills  before  they  are  paid 
by  the  treasurer,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  com- 
mittees. 

The  Vice-Regents  shall  in  the  order  of  their  appointments  per- 
form   the    duties    of    the    Regent    in    her   absence. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  meetings  of 
the  chapter  and  ihe  Board  of  Managers,  and  prepare  a  memo- 
randum   for  each   meeting   from    the   minutes    for   the   use  of   the 


Regent.     She  shall  notify  the  chairman  of  each  special  committee 
of  her  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the  chapter 
and  shall  deposit  them  in  such  bank  as  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  direct.  She  shall  keep  account  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures and  shall  pay  out  money  only  on  bills  which  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Regent.  She  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  report  to  the  chapter  at  mid-year  and 
annual  meetings. 
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COLORS— BLUE    AND    WHITE. 

Application  for  membership,  when  properly  filled  out  and 
endorsed  by  at  least  one  member  of  the  Society,  should  be  sent 
to  the  Chapter  Registrar  if  the  applicant  joins  through  a  Chapter. 
An  applicant  joining  the  National  Society  as  a  member-at-large 
should  send  her  application,  with  fee  and  dues  to  the  Treasurer- 
General,  after  it  has  been  endorsed  by  the  State  Regent.  No  appli- 
cation is  examined  until  the  initiation  fees  and  dues  are  paid. 

A  member  in  good  and  regular  standing,  desiring  to  be  trans- 
ferred from  one  Chapter  to  another,  or  to  membership  at  large,  is 
entitled  to  a  transfer  card  signed  by  the  Regent.  Treasurer  and 
Registrar  of  her  Chapter.  Such  transfer  must  be  immediately 
reported  by  the  Chapter  to  the  Treasurer-General.  (When  trans- 
fer cards  are  lacking,  the  statement  of  either  of  the  three  officers 
qualified  to  sign  transfer  will  be  accepted  by  the  Treasurer-Gen- 
eral.) A  duplicate  copy  of  her  original  application  paper  on 
file  in  the  archives  of  the  National  Society  may  be  secured  from 
headquarters  upon  payment  of  25  cents,  cost  of  copying.  This 
duplicate  copy  of  her  application  paper,  together  with  her  trans- 
fer with  her  transfer  card,  must  be  filed  in  the  archives  of  the 
Chapter  to  which  she  is  transferred.

Name. 

The  name  of  this  branch  of  the  National  Society  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  shall  be  the  George  Rogers 
Clark  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 

ARTICLE   II. 

Objects. 

The  objects  of  this  chapter  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  the 
National  Society. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Members    of   the    Hoard    of    Management. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  chapter  shall  be  a  regent, 
first  vice-regent,  a  second  vice-regent,  a  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a 
registrar  and  a  historian. 

Sec.  2.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  to  serve  two  years.  The 
Regent,  Second  Vice-Regent,  Secretary  and  Registrar  shall  be 
elected  on  the  even  years  and  the  First  Vice-Regent,  Treasurer 
and    Historian  on  the  odd  years  of  the  calendar. 

Sec.  3.  The  chairmen  of  the  social,  program  and  chapter 
work  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  officers  and  with 
them  shall  constitute  a   Hoard  of  Management. 


ARTICLE  IV.  )  • 

Duties  of  Officers.  j 

Section  1.  The  Resent  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Chapter  and  of  the  Board.  She  shall  approve  all  bills  before  they 
are  paid  by  the  treasurer,  and  shall  have  authority  to  sign  checks 
in  the  treasurer's  absence.  She  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of 
all  committees. 

Sec.  2.     The  Vice-Rege'uts  shall,  in  the  order  of  their  rank,         J  '.

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  custodian  of  the  funds  of 
the  chapter  and  shall  deposit  them  in  such  bank  as  the  board  of 
managers  shall  direct.  She  shall  keep  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  and  shall  pay  out  money  only  on  bills  which 
have  been  approved  by  the  Regent.  She  shall  have  charge  of  all 
year  books  remaining  after  members  have  been  supplied  by  the 
year  book  committee  and  shall  supply  each  accepted  applicant  a 
copy  of  same.

She  shall  forward  all 
approved  ancestral  papers  to  the  Registrar  General  for  filial 
action.  She  shall  notify  all  applicants  of  their  election  by  the

Sec.  G.  The  Historian  shall  prepare  historical  and  biograph- 
ical sketches  of  the  revolutionary  ancestors  of  members,  and 
all  interesting  information  of  chapter  work  for  such  publication 
as  may  seem  desirable  to  the  hoard  of  management.  She  shall 
keep  a  scrap  book  of  all  notices  of  interest  to  the  chapter.  She

ARTICLE  V. 

Membership. 

Sec.  ].  Any  woman  may  be  eligible  for  membership  who  is 
of  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  who  is  descended  from  a  man 
or  woman  who,  with  unfailing  loyalty,  rendered  material  aid  to 
the  cause  of  American  independence;  from  a  recognized  patriot, 
a  soldier  or  sailor,  or  a  civil  officer  in  one  of  the  several  Colonies 
or  States,  or  one  of  the  United  Colonies  or  States;  provided  the 
applicant  be  acceptable  to  the  Society  and  the  Chapter.

Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  and  election  shall  occur  in 
May. 

Sec.  2.  The  regular  monthly  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the 
fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month  from  September  to  May  inclusive 
(except  December)  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Management. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Management  shall  meet  at  the  call  of 
the  Regent. 

Sec.  4.  The  Regent  shall  call  special  meetings  of  (he  Board 
upon  the  written  request  of  three  or  more  members  thereof.

ARTICLE  X. 
Elections. 

Section  1.  Previous  to  the  April  meeting  the  Regent  shall 
appoint  a  committee  on  elections  consisting  of  three  members

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for  officers  for  the  ensuing  te:m  shall  be  made  by  ballot- 
previous  consent  of  nominees  having  been  obtained.  From  these 
nominations  the  elections  committee  shall  prepare  a.  ballot  upon 
which  shall  appear  (alphabetically)  the  names  of  the  three  nom- 
inees for  each  office  receiving  The  highest  number  of  voles;  and 
shall  send  a  ballot  to  each  member  not  less  than  ten  days 
previous   to  the  annual    meeting. 

Election  shall  be  by  ballot.     A  plurality  vote  shall  elect. 

Terms  of  office  shall  end  at  the  (dose  of  the  meeting  at  which 
the  succeeding  incumbent  is  elected. 

Sec.  2.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  an  elective  office  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Board,  if  ihe  unexpired  term  be  less  than  six  months. 
If  six  months  or  more  the  vacancy  shall  be  tilled  by  election  by 
the  Chapter  at  any  regular  meeting,  notice  having  been  given 
each  member. 

Sec.  :;.  The  delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress  shall  be 
nominated  from  the  floor  and  voted  upon  by  ballot  at  the  January 
meeting.  Plurality  vote  shall  elect.  The  alternates  then  shall  be 
nominated  and  voted  upon  in  like  manner.  The  one  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  Regent's  alternate,  the 
one  receiving  the  next  highest  shall  be  the  first  alternate  and  so 
on    until   the  delegation    is   rilled. 

Sec.  4.  Delegates  to  the  State  Conference  shall  be  elected 
in   like   manner  at   the   September  meeting. 


ARTICLE  XT. 

Amendments. 

Section  1.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  chapter  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  members  present, 
a  copy  thereof  having  been  sent  to  each  member  of  the  chap- 
ter, with  notice  that  the  same  will  be  voted  upon  at  the  annual 
meeting,  the  date  of  which   shall    be  given.
